Calgary mom 
‘hopeful* Nathan 
will come home 


‘I don’t know what the 
evidence is.’ Police have 
laid murder charges, 
but five-year-old’s family 
won’t give up

Nathan O’Brien’s mother isn’t 
giving up hope her little boy 
will still come home — even as 
police formally charged a man 
in what’s become a triple-mur¬ 
der case. 

Jen O’Brien told Metro Tues¬ 
day that police haven’t shared 
the evidence they’ve gathered 
that gives them confidence five- 
year-old Nathan and his grand¬ 
parents, Alvin and Kathryn Li- 
knes, are dead. 

“At this point, I don’t know 
what that evidence is. Nobody 


knows what that evidence is,” 
she said. “They won’t tell us, 
but we do know that it’s not 
time for us to lose hope. 

“I can’t and I won’t unfit we 
know for sure.” 

Douglas Garland has been 
charged with two counts of 
first-degree murder and one 
count of second-degree murder 
— the latter charge relates to 
the presumed death of Nathan. 
The nature of the charges indi¬ 
cate that police believe the ac¬ 
cused pre-meditated the mur¬ 
ders of the Liknes couple but 
not that of the five-year-old, 
who had been staying over 
at his grandparents’ Parkhill 
home on June 29. 

When O’Brien returned the 
following morning to retrieve 
her son, neither Nathan nor 
her parents were anywhere to 
be found. 

“I’m so hopeful that my lit¬ 
tle boy’s going to come home,” 
she said. “I hope and pray that 


anybody that was involved ac¬ 
tually speaks up and has it in 
their hearts because Nathan 
wasn’t involved in this.” 

Police have said a violent 
incident occurred inside the 
home and that the missing trio 
didn’t leave voluntarily. 

The Parkhill home, an Air¬ 
drie acreage owned by Gar¬ 
land’s parents, as well as mul¬ 
tiple Calgary landfills, were all 
searched during a two-weelc in¬ 
vestigation. On Monday, police 
Chief Rick Hanson broke the 
news that although no bodies 
have been recovered, his inves¬ 
tigators have gathered enough 
evidence to lay the three mur¬ 
der charges. 

“I think it’s safe to say 
that, even as the days went by, 
there’s always a hope ... and, 
unfortunately, with the laying 
of the charges, we’ve taken that 
hope away from the family,” 
Hanson said during a news con¬ 
ference. “They are devastated.”

Airlines starting to 
use texts, not radios, 
when flying into 
Edmonton airspace 

Pilots flying into the 
Edmonton airspace are 
going digital, with many 
pilots using texts instead 
of radio to relay instruc¬ 
tions. 

On-route planes flying 
over 29,000 feet are using 
the new technology that 
puts Canada ahead in avi¬ 
ation technology to avoid 
clogging the airwaves. 

“It’s mostly commer¬ 
cial international airlines 
that fly to Europe — Air 
Canada being one of 
them — that are using 
it more and more,” said 
Ron Singer, manager of 
media relations with Nav 
Canada, the agency that 
operates the countiy’s air 
traffic control system. 

Controllers are as¬ 
signing pilots changes in 
altitudes, headings, speed 
and routes via text. In re¬ 
turn, pilots can text their 
own requests to control¬ 
lers for changes to their 
flight on a cockpit display. 

There are seven 
controllers in the countiy 
— including Edmonton — 
using this new technology 
called Controller Pilot 
Data Link Communica¬ 
tions (CPDLC). 

The new equipment, 
according to Nav Canada 
officials, decreases the 
number of errors and 
frees up a lot of air time. 

That’s important for 
Canadian controllers, 
who oversee hundreds 
of flights operated daily 
by foreign carriers from 
Europe and Asia that 
travel Canadian airspace 
to and from airports in the 
United States and points 
south.

Food-truck health breaches not online yet 


Are Edmonton area food 
trucks are up to par? You 
can’t get the answer on the 
web. 

Unlike Edmonton res¬ 
taurants, which can be 
searched for their corres¬ 
ponding inspections and 
violations, local food trucks 
are not listed on the prov¬ 
ince’s restaurant index web¬ 
site. 

“I definitely think it’s 
something that should be 
online. It’s great for din¬ 


ers to be able to go online 
for restaurants if they have 
concerns. 

“I don’t know in practice 
how many people do that, 
but it’s good to have the 
option,” said Mack Male, co¬ 
creator of What the Truck?! 
food truck events. 

Alternatively, health in¬ 
spections for Calgary area 
food trucks are listed on¬ 
line, with their violations 
and recent inspections list¬ 
ed for diners. 


Alberta Health Services 
officials were not able to 
confirm before press time 
if Edmonton and area food 
trucks will join Calgary in 
having inspections online, 
but added that the two 
zones have different ap¬ 
proaches. 

“I think it’s purely this 
is how they were doing it in 
Calgary and this is how they 
were doing it in Edmonton,” 
said Kerry Williamson, AHS 
communications director. 


Ryan Brodzialc, co-owner 
of The Local Omnivore food 
truck, says having health 
inspection reports available 
to diners is their right. 

“It’s always good to see 
how places you’re eating at 
are standing up to health 
standards.” 

According to AHS, there 
are 178 mobile units, in¬ 
cluding street trucks and 
hotdog carts, in the Edmon¬ 
ton area.

Mayor preaches patience 
during road construction 



Traffic woes. Added 
funding sees city take 
on 51 new projects 


This year’s heavy construc¬ 
tion season and the traffic 
headaches that come with it 
are likely the new normal in 
Edmonton, Mayor Don Iveson 
said Tuesday, as the city pushes 
to repair a backlog of roads. 

At a media event, Iveson 
said he understands construc¬ 
tion season can be trying for 
motorists and residents living 
in neighbourhoods under con¬ 
struction. 

“I have been caught in that 
traffic and those delays, too,” 
he said. 

City officials say they have 
filled 245,770 potholes to date 
and have completed six major 
projects including the rebuild 
of Walterdale Hill. 

Iveson said the city needs 


this much construction eveiy 
year to catch up with the city’s 
infrastructure deficit. 

“We’re going to need to sus¬ 
tain this level of investment for 
at least the next five years,” he 
said. 

City council added funding 
to the construction budget in 
the spring, which is allowing 
the city to add 51 overlay pro-

jects to the list. 

Byron Nicholson, the city’s 


director of special projects, said 
so far the weather has been on 
their side, but he isn’t sure if 
it will last and he’s not quite 
ready to commit to any other 
projects opening early.

Friends and family of a 
22-year-old area man swept 
away by the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River Sunday are re¬ 
membering him as a great 
father. 

According to eyewitnesses, 
Kevin Ducharme was last seen 
Sunday afternoon, struggling 
to keep his head above water 
in the river as rescuers tried 
to swim out and save him. 

The father of a three-year- 
old son was well loved, said 
Ray Marin, identifying him¬ 
self as Ducharme’s family. 

Metro also spoke with 
Ducharme’s mother, Ellen, on 
Tuesday. 

She said she wasn’t pre-

pared to comment on her 
son’s disappearance, ex¬ 
plaining that it’s still too 
early. 

“The search is still on¬ 
going,” she said. 

“They went back out (Tues¬ 
day) morning and as far as I 
know the search is going until 
(Wednesday).” 

At about 5 p.m., Devon 
RCMP officers and members 
of the fire department were 
dispatched to the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River, after hear¬ 
ing reports of a man getting 
pulled under the water’s 
surface as he and a friend at¬ 
tempted to cross the river east 
of the Devon bridge. 

Sgt. Josee Valiquette said 
RCMP officers continue to 
search the water and river- 
banks manually, looking for 
clues on Ducharme. 

“They conducted the 


search from the area where 
the young man went missing 
and then several kilometres 
down the river toward Ed¬ 
monton,” she added. 

As of Tuesday, RCMP have 
shifted gears for the search 
from rescue to recoveiy, Vali¬ 
quette said. 

She added the family still 
holds out hope for Ducha¬ 
rme’s survival. 

Cody Van Essen was one of 
the rescuers who attempted 
to swim out and help Ducha¬ 
rme. 

Van Essen said he and his 
friend were floating down the 
river when he heard Ducha¬ 
rme call out for help. 

Despite efforts to reach 
Ducharme, Van Essen said the 
current was too strong. 

“I wish I could have done 
more,” he told Metro. 

“I’m soriy. I tried.”

Spike in 
chlamydia 
partly due 
to healthy 
economy 

Albertans can blame the boom¬ 
ing economy for the increase 
in chlamydia rates, said the 
province’s top doctor. 

According to provincial 
data released last month, al¬ 
most 400 out of eveiy 100,000 
Albertans acquired chlamydia 
in 2013. 

That number, an increase 
over the five-year average, falls 
short of the health depart¬ 
ment’s target of 310. 

The province’s chief 
medical officer of health James 
Talbot said, while the increase 
is due to people having un¬ 
protected sex and not getting 
tested, Alberta’s transient 
population does have an im¬ 
pact on sexually transmitted 
infections. 

Talbot said the high-risk 
group for STIs is people 
between 15 and 35 years old, 
which make up a huge chunk 
of the province’s population. 

“When the economy is 
booming, that’s the popula¬ 
tion that you attract to the 
province. We have a larger pro¬ 
portion of people in that age 
group than other provinces, so 
naturally our numbers would 
be higher for that reason.” 

“The economy is doing 
well and people have more 
money so one of the things 
they spend money on is sex,” 
Talbot said. 

Health educator Corey 
Wyness of HIV Edmonton said 
even though the numbers for 
certain STIs are up in the prov¬ 
ince, he’s noticed a resurgence 
of increase in education on the 
infections, which could lead 
to more people getting tested.

City looks at pilot project for better trash pickup 



Having found new ways to 
process your trash, the city is 
taking the first steps toward 
finding new ways to collect it. 

The city’s waste depart¬ 
ment is hoping to get bind¬ 
ing in this fall’s budget for a 
pilot project to test garbage 
disposal carts at the curbside, 
similar to carts already in use 
in Sherwood Park and St. Al¬ 
bert. 

Connie Boyce, with the 
city’s waste department, said 
Edmonton leads the way in 
processing trash, but it still 
uses an old method for col¬ 


lecting it. 

“Now that most of those 
processing facilities are in 
place, the timing is right to 
look at other areas of innova¬ 
tion,” she said. 

Boyce said the idea is in 
its infancy, but they can see 
some potential efficiencies, 
as well as challenges, they 
would need to sort out. 

The carts are standardized 
and can be picked up with a 
robot arm instead of an oper¬ 
ator, allowing trucks to oper¬ 
ate with one person instead 
of two. 


She said while other cit¬ 
ies have had success, that 
doesn’t mean it will work for 
Edmonton. 

“We would be looking at 
how well it has worked in 
other cities and looking at 
our own circumstances, be¬ 
cause cities are different,” 
she said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said a 
pilot is a good step, because 
even though other muni¬ 
cipalities have done well 
with the system, Edmon¬ 
ton might not see the same 
results.

Boyce said the project 
would likely run in a few 
neighbourhoods that 
reflect the different types 
of homes Edmonton has. 
The city hopes to run the 
project in advance of the 
current private contracts 
expiring in 2018. 


“It’s always good to evalu¬ 
ate new technology,” he said.

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Bombings resume 
after Hamas rejects 
ceasefire proposal 



Nearly 200 dead in Gaza. 

Ceasefire plan proposed 
by Egypt, initially 
accepted by Israel, had 
been the first attempt 
to end the fighting 


Israel resumed its heavy bom¬ 
bardment of Gaza on Tuesday 
and warned that Hamas “would 
pay the price” after the Islamic 
militant group rejected an 
Egyptian truce plan and instead 
unleashed more rocket barra¬ 
ges at the Middle Eastern state. 

Rocket fire from Gaza killed 
an Israeli man Tuesday, the first 
Israeli fatality in eight days of 
fighting. In Gaza, 197 people 
have been killed and close to 
1,500 wounded, Palestinian of¬ 
ficials said, making it the dead¬ 
liest Israel-Hamas confronta¬ 
tion in just over five years. 

Hamas officials rejected 
the current Egyptian plan on 
Tuesday, noting they weren’t 
consulted by Cairo. Some por¬ 
trayed the truce offer as an ulti¬ 
matum presented to Hamas by 
Israel and Egypt. 

The officials said the Egyp¬ 
tian plan offered no tangible 
achievements, particularly on 
easing the border blockade that 
has been enforced by Israel and 
Egypt to vaiying degrees since 
2007. The Egyptian proposal, 
initially accepted by Israel, had 
been the first attempt to end 
the fighting but unraveled in 
less than a day. Hamas does not 


consider Egypt’s current rul¬ 
ers — who deposed a Hamas- 
friendly government in Cairo a 
year ago — to be fair brokers. 

In an evening address aired 
live on TV, Israeli Prime Minis¬ 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu said 
that after Hamas’ rejection of 
the truce, Israel had “no choice” 
but to respond more forcefully. 

“Hamas chose to continue 
fighting and will pay the price 
for that decision,” he said. 
“When there is no ceasefire, 
our answer is fire.” 

“The siege on Gaza must be 
broken, and the people of Gaza 
should live freely like other 
people of the world,” Moussa 
Abu Marzoulc, a top Hamas offi¬ 
cial, told the Lebanese TV chan-

A subway train derailed

ficials said. 

It was unclear what 
caused the derailment. 

Of the 136 hospitalized, 
at least 42 were in grave 
condition, officials said.

Jonathan accused the Niger¬ 
ian chapter of the Bring Back 
Our Girls movement of “playing 
politics with the situation.” 

Jonathan has never met with 
the parents or the escaped girls, 
though they have been asking 
to meet with him for weeks. In 
May, he cancelled without ex¬ 
planation a trip to Chibolc, the 
town where the girls were kid¬ 
napped.

British lawmakers debated the 
balance between privacy and 
security Tuesday during an un¬ 
usual one-day session designed 
to rush an online surveillance 


bill through Parliament. 

A series of government and 
opposition legislators spoke 
in the House of Commons to 
condemn the Data Retention 
and Investigatoiy Powers Bill, 
which requires phone and Inter¬ 
net companies to store call and 
search records for a year. 

Home Secretaiy Theresa 
May said the data is “vital in the 
fight against crime and the fight 
against terrorists.” 

But Labour lawmaker Jeremy 
Corbyn called the bill “a massive 


piece of intrusion into people’s 
lives,” and Conservative David 
Davis said the legislation was in¬ 
trusive and ill-conceived. 

“While this may be law by 
the end of the week, it may be 
junk by the end of the year,” 
Davis said. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron announced the emergency 
legislation last week, saying 
without it telecommunications 
providers would start deleting 
the information.

Welcome to the 
world’s tallest 
waterslide. What’s it 
like hurtling down a 
water track at over 
100 km/hr? Read on! 


Halfway up the 264 stairs 
leading to the top of the 
world’s tallest waterslide, 
it is clear this is the most 
breathtaking ride you’ll 
ever encounter. 

And that’s before you 
ever step foot in the raft. 

Two-thirds of the way up 
the circular stairs is a sign 
that says you’ve reached 
the height of the Statue of 
Liberty. 

A few dozen more steps 
and you’ve reached the 
level of Niagara Falls — and 
the relief that despite being 
a little light-headed, you’re 
going to make it to the 
top of the ride called 
“Verriickt” — German for 
“insane.” 

From a distance, the 
waterslide at the edge of 
Schlitterbahn Waterparlc, 
about 25 kilometres west of 
downtown Kansas City, Mo., 
doesn’t look so scary. 

Even from just below 
the 51-metre structure, it’s 
easy to dismiss the steep¬ 
ness of the first plunge if 
you’ve not been to the top 
and watched nervously 
as the gate opens and your 
raft starts creeping to the 
edge. 

But the steady screams 
of grown men and women 
clinging to their rafts as 
they nosedive through 
bursts of water are proof 
this ride is anything but 
tame. 

Before being allowed to

climb the stairs to Verriickt, 
two or three riders at a time 
step onto a scale to make 
sure their combined weight 
isn’t over 550 pounds. 

A park worker then 
reads a two-page list that’s 
as much a warning as it is 


a disclaimer that Verriickt 
isn’t for the faint of heart 
(or anyone who is over¬ 
weight, has a history of 
back problems or is preg¬ 
nant). 

Among the warnings de¬ 
livered to riders before they 


up and flown over the edge, 
destroying upon its impact 
with the ground both the 
vessel and the sandbag 
people it was carrying. 

Verriickt’s designer, Jeff 
Henry, says that he wore 
cowboy boots his first time 
down because if he was go¬ 
ing to die, he wanted to go 
with his boots on. 

The raft inches into pos¬ 
ition, and all you see is the 
sky. 

It’s the scariest part so 
far, the feeling of moving 
closer to the drop. 

That plunge goes fast, 
up to 112 kilometres per 
hour. So fast that water 
shoots up over the sides of 
the raft. 

By the time you open 
your eyes — a matter of 
seconds — you’ve reached 
the bottom and your mind 
gropes for an explanation of 
what just happened. 

You’ll feel elated that 
you’ve just had the guts 
to conquer what Henry 
calls “the baddest ride ever 
built.”

The highways running north 
and south in Alberta get an 
awful lot of attention. 


There’s the main artery 
of the province, the Queen 
Elizabeth II, or what many 
still stubbornly call High¬ 
way 2, that links Edmonton 
and Calgary and beyond. A 
little further west, the Cow¬ 
boy Trial hugs the eastern 
slopes of the Rockies from 
Mayerthorpe all the way 
down to Cardston. Further 
west still, in the mountains, 
Highway 93, or the Icefields 
Parkway, runs between Jas¬ 


per and Lake Louise and at¬ 
tracts loads of tourists to see 
the peaks and marvel at the 
glaciers. 

But there are just as many 
marvels along the gorgeous 
east/west David Thompson 
Highway and it doesn’t get 
as many accolades — or as 
much traffic — which means 
you can enjoy an open road, 
easy drive and spectacular 
views — not to mention 
brushing up on a little Al¬ 
berta history. The highway, 
also known as Highway 11, 
starts east of Red Deer and 
runs west through Rocky 
Mountain House, past Nor- 
degg and then alongside the 
impossibly long Abraham 
Lake to finally deliver you 
to the spot where fur traders 
used to cross the river, aptly 
called Saskatchewan River 
Crossing, at Highway 93. 

The highway is named 
after David Thompson, the 
great geographer, explorer 
and adventurer, and the first 
white man to see Calgary. He 
was born poor in England 
and sent to Canada to work 
with the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany in 1784. He used Rocky 
Mountain House as a base to 
explore into B.C. and you can 
still see the remains of four 
trading posts that date back 
to 1799 at the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House National Historic 
Site. As the prairie turns laz¬ 
ily into foothills, roll into 
Rocky Mountain House for a 
coffee at Tim Hortons, check 
out hand-woven fabrics at 
Cloth of Kin, or go for a hike. 

Further west, you’ll find 
the town of Nordegg, which 
was named for Martin Nor¬ 
degg, a German adventurer 
and mining engineer who 
discovered rich coal deposits 
on the eastern slopes of the 
Rockies in 1907. Between 
1911 and 1955, the Brazeau 


Collieries Minesite produced 
more than 10 million tons 
of coal, a major industry 
that attracted immigrant 
miners from Europe, par¬ 
ticularly Italy. Not only does 
the National Historic Site in 
Nordegg offer guided tours 
of this largely intact mine, 
the museum has a fabulous 
cafe with home cooking and 
beautiful pies. 

Just down the road, Abra¬ 
ham Lake’s turquoise wat¬ 
ers will keep you company 
for 30-plus kilometres to¬ 
ward the Icefields Parkway. 
The lake was created in the 
North Saskatchewan River 
in 1972 when the provincial 


government built the Big 
Horn Dam. Schoolchildren 
across the province were 
asked to submit names for 
the biggest man-made lake 
in Alberta and the winning 
entry was for Silas Abraham, 
a Stony Indian guide who 
helped Nordegg and other 
explorers in the early 1900s. 

As you drive the David 
Thompson Highway, turning 
the music up and the air con¬ 
ditioning down, it’s hard not 
to think of what Thompson 
saw 200 years ago. 

“He mapped more of 
North America than any 
other cartographer filling 
in the great spaces of the 


northwest,” writes Aritha 
Van Herlc in Mavericks, An 
Incorrigible History of Al¬ 
berta. “He is still a silent 
presence behind every map 
published by the Canadian 
government, some part of 
each deriving from Thomp¬ 
son’s work.” 

And while there is “no 
portrait of Thompson, no 
monument to him,” there is a 
certain irony to the fact that 
this “brilliant surveyor” who 
mapped much of Alberta by 
walking, canoeing or riding 
a horse, has his name posted 
along a quiet but stunning 
highway that’s known as the 
road less travelled.

British Open. New course, 
new game for Tiger Woods 


Tiger Woods was an hour into 
his practice round Tuesday 
at the British Open when he 
stood on the fifth tee with a 
foreign object in his hand. In 
golf vernacular, it’s called a 
driver. 

Woods smashed it into the 
wind on the 528-yard hole and 
didn’t need to watch where it 
landed to realize it was in the 
middle of the fairway. Later in 
the round, he hit another driv¬ 
er off the tee. That’s twice as 
many as he hit over 72 holes 
when he won at Royal Liver¬ 
pool eight years ago. 

“This is a different golf 
course than what we played in 
’06,” Woods said. “It was hot; 
ball was flying. It was veiy 
dusty. Now we’re making ball 
marks on the greens, which 
we weren’t doing then.” 

Royal Liverpool, green 


and thick this time around, 
is still a firm and bouncy test 
of links golf. But it’s nothing 
like it was in 2006, when the 
fairways were so baked and 
brown that Woods hit only 
one drive in four rounds. 

But it’s not just the golf 
course. 

Woods is not the same 
player, having gone through 
three operations since — two 
on his left knee, the most re¬ 
cent surgeiy March 31 on his 
back. He used to win majors at 
a rate slightly better than one 
per year. Now he has gone six 
years without, dating to his 
14th at the 2008 U.S. Open. 

“I think it gets harder every 
year just because the field gets 
deeper — more guys with a 
chance to win.... The margin is 
so much smaller,” Woods said.

Review. Lincoln’s MKZ 
Hybrid takes a different 
path to luxury

It’s hard to feel soriy for an 
inanimate object, especially 
for something as neat-oh and 
cool looking as this sophisti¬ 
cated 2014 Lincoln MKZ Hy¬ 
brid. 

But whomever I met with 
this Lincoln during my week 
with it seemed to address it 
with a smidgeon of some¬ 
thing like discrimination — 
an ever-so-slightly turned up 
nose, if you will. They weren’t 
sold on the idea of a Lincoln 
as a premium automotive 
brand, and they wondered 


why hybrids are still being 
propagated as a desirable 
technology, especially in a 
luxuiy automobile. 

Well, after my week, that 
dual underdog aspect of the 
Lincoln was just another 
thing that endured me to this 
luxury hybrid. It’s far from 
perfect, but overall it’s a great 
ride, with great looks and 
super fuel economy — 4.2 
L/100 1cm city and highway. 

A new and powerful lith¬ 
ium-ion batteiy pack meant 
Lincoln could upgrade the 
electrical motivation and 
move to a smaller (2.0-litre) 
gasoline engine. 

Though it launches well, 
the combined 188 horse¬ 
power is not going to win 
you many street races. But to 
those of you who don’t neces¬ 
sarily equate luxuiy with the 
zoom factor, you’ll be perfect¬ 


ly happy motoring around, es¬ 
pecially if your priority is fuel 
economy and/or not having a 
big ecological footprint. 

Yes, all Lincolns are based 
on a Ford. But Ford is making 
decent stuff these days. MKZ 
is based on the Ford Fusion 
and both exhibit excellent 
handling characteristics. As 


a Lincoln, MKZ also benefits 
from a system called Lincoln 
Drive Control, which continu¬ 
ally adjusts the suspension, 
the electric power steering 
feel and ratio, and a noise- 
suppression technology. 

Note, however, that the 
MKZ is prioritized for spirited 
handling. The ride is surpris¬ 


ingly firm and controlled — 
it’s not a couch on wheels like 
Lincolns of yore. 

I thought the steering be¬ 
come too light, too fast when 
braking to stop, but other¬ 
wise the Drive Control was 
unobtrusive and effective. 

The bigger caveat is the 
finicky nature of the touch- 
sensitive sliders and buttons 
on the instrument panel. It 
takes too much brainpower to 
do simple things like tune the 
radio and turn the fan down. (I 
know rotary knobs don’t look 
or feel high-techy, but you 
know what? THEY WORK.) 

The distinctive way the 
rear of the cabin is styled is an 
acquired taste. It also makes 
ingress and egress and the 
rear seating area a bit smaller 
than it might have been. But I 
love the way the front of the 
car looks. Very classy.

Bamboo better than carbon fibre? 


More frugal Ferraris will maintain performance 


Shift points 


Even before it has really taken off as a deeply ingrained construction material 
in mass-production automobiles, carbon fibre’s day might already have come 
and gone ... eclipsed by bamboo. California surfboard manufacturer Gaiy Young 
argues that with the right approach, bamboo can be used in many applications 
in the auto industiy “where its performance qualities can better carbon fibre’s.” 
He told Britain’s BBCAutos.com that bamboo fiber is in most cases just as 
strong as carbon, much cheaper to buy and more environment friendly. Hailed 
for its incredible light weight and strength, carbon fibre is still expensive to 
make in large pieces and quantities, requires copious energy to manufacture, is 
not recyclable and uses toxic chemicals in its production, all text wheelbase media 



Having curbed its fleet-wide carbon dioxide emissions by almost 40 per 
cent since 2007, Ferrari says it figures it can achieve a further 20 per 
cent reduction by 2021, using primarily smaller engines with turbo¬ 
charging and hybrid technologies. “We want to use all the available 
technologies to reduce emissions by three per cent each year, which 
means approximately 20 per cent by 2021,” Ferrari powertrain director 
Vittorio Dini told industiy reporter Automotive News recently. Ferrari 
will add turbochargers to all of its V8 models and gas-electric hybrid 
systems to all of its V12s. None of that will make a difference in the 
big picture — Ferrari sold 7,318 cars in 2012 — but it’s good to see the 
automaker’s storied engineering muscle contribute to file cause.

Most Canadians possess un¬ 
wavering confidence in their 
abilities behind the wheel.

It fo¬ 
cused on habits, adherence to 
the rules of the road, and the 
commonality of accidents.

Not everyone pays attention 

Four in 10 drivers admit to oc¬ 
casionally being prone to dis¬ 
traction, though the majority 
of all those surveyed said they 
believe others are more dis¬ 
tracted than they are. 

Drivers have heavy right feet 

Almost 60 per cent of Can¬ 
adians admit to not obeying 
the speed limit. 


Experiencing an accident is 
more than likely 

Tellingly, the vast majority of 
respondents feel they drive 
very well, yet 76 per cent have 
been in at least one accident 
since first getting their license. 

Winter preparedness is a not 
a big priority 

While this countiy has a fam¬ 
ously harsh winter, one in four 
drivers lack winter tires and 
one third do not have an emer¬ 
gency safety kit. Naturally, 
nearly half do not have faith 
in the winter driving abilities 
of others. 

What does all of this mean? 
On the one hand, it illustrates 
our misplaced confidence in 
our own abilities and shows 
a disturbing lack of trust. 
However, it also highlights 
the importance of taking pre¬ 
cautions. 

“While we can’t entirely 
predict what will happen on 
the road, there are ways to 
safeguard ourselves,” says Greg 
McGill with Western Financial 
Group. “As the study shows, we 
can do simple things better, 
such as obeying speed limits, 
using winter tires and pack¬ 
ing emergency roadside kits, 
and of course making sure that 
our automobile insurance is as 
comprehensive and up-to-date

ride-sharing

You could call it a chauffeur 
service for kids. Modeled after 
ride-sharing service Uber, 
parents in the US can now 
hire out private drivers to pick 
their kids up from school or 
soccer practice when their 
schedules don’t permit.

Many are former 
caregivers such as teachers, 
nannies, counselors and 
nurses. To use, parents must 
first download the app to their 
smartphone and create an ac¬ 
count. Rides can be scheduled 
up to a week in advance or up 
to 48 hours ahead of time. 

Rates are calculated based 
on time and mileage.

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Redesigns, improvements keep vehicles fresh

It takes a great deal of time, 
work, and money to redesign 
a car, but even as a new 
model comes to market, auto 
companies are busy updating 
it. 

“The competition is 
fierce,” says Kevin Hunter, 
president of Calty Design 
Research, Toyota’s design 
studio in California. “But we 
always have to consider the 
customer when we ‘move the 
needle.’” 

Generally, brand-new 
models are introduced, “re¬ 
freshed” about halfway 
through their life cycle, and 
then completely redesigned 
again as all-new. In the past, 
the refresh would usually be 


minor and take a few years, 
but many automakers are 
now updating their models 
sooner, and more extensively, 
to stay competitive. Hunter’s 
team has sent out a Toyota 
Camry for 2015 that uses the 
2014 model’s platform and 
engine, but with radically 


updated interior and exterior 
styling. 

Refreshed styling is ac¬ 
tually far more difficult than 
creating a car from scratch, 
Hunter says, because design¬ 
ers have to work within the 
constraints of the current 
car, including its overall size, 


shape, and interior configura¬ 
tion. At the same time, the 
redesign has to be extensive 
enough that buyers can tell 
at a glance that the vehicle’s 
been changed. 

Even as they alter the car’s 
appearance, designers have 
to maintain the integrity of 


the original engineering. Al¬ 
tering the vehicle’s aerody¬ 
namics can negatively affect 
its fuel economy, while new 
curves or shapes have to meet 
the realities of mass produc¬ 
tion, and any changes to the 
steering or suspension must 
be extensively tested. 

Automakers don’t take 
redesigns lightly, as they’re 
very expensive. In addition to 
the costs of design and engin¬ 
eering, production facilities 
have to be retooled to make 
the new parts, and suppliers 
have to accommodate the up¬ 
dated designs. 

A redesigned model 
also goes through the same 
launch process as an all-new 
model. The company has to 
produce new advertising and 
commercials, print new bro¬ 
chures and sales material for 
its dealers, update its website, 
and present the car to the 
media. Toyota says that most 
mainstream-model custom¬ 
ers only spend about 30 days 
deciding which car to buy, 
and the company has to focus 
on advertising until there are 
enough of the new models on 
the road that these customers

realize the car they knew be¬ 
fore has been changed. 

“We start on the next one 
as soon as (the current one) 
hits the showrooms,” Hunter 
says. “We always try to go as 
far as we can, without getting 
so radical that the customer 
may not appreciate it.”
